Asked if she had any hesitation about 
. assuming the role, she replied: 


“Well, I’m rather a daredevil sort of 
person. you know. but I must confess | 


that I needed all my nerve, for it was 
the hardest thing I ever tackled. When 
I first saw ‘Salome’ in Cologne, it nau- 
seated me. I was absolutely sickened 
by it. It was horrible, disgusting! 
Ugh!” She believes that the mu- 
‘sic justifies the performance. On this 
~point she’ says: **The play. is small, al- 
ways ‘harping on the sensational and 
the ugly. But the music—it soars on 
the wings of poetry. The music en- 
larges it for me.

Ship Subsidy Forced Through. ° 

The last week of the Fifty-ninth con- 
gress was devoted mainly to finishing 
up the appropriation bills which were 
still in dispute between the two houses. 
The senate receded from its proposed 
reduction of $10,000,000 in railway 
mail funds, and the house allowed sal- 
aries of rural carriers to be advanced. 
Representative Wadsworth of New 
York got in a last rap at the president 
by preventing the conference on the 
agriculture bill from inserting the can- 
ned food label dating clause. 

The ship subsidy bill was forced 
through the house three days before 
adjournment by the close party divi- 
sion of 155 to 144. This was after it 
had been defeated once fairly, 161 to 
154, but upon a motion to reconsider 
the Republican leaders brought great 
pressure to bear on certain members. 
Forty Republican insurgents stood out 
against the bill, and four Democrats 
refrained from voting. Four lines to 
South American ports are to receive 
$300,000 a year for a monthly mail 
service and $600,000 for a fortnightly 
service, except that the Argentine line 
will get $400,000 for a monthly and 
$800,000 for a fortnightly service. 

The senate ratified. the new Santo 
Domingo treaty. 


No Canteen For Soldiers’ Homes. 

By a vote of 91 to 86 the house of 
representatives declared its opposition 
to appropriating money for any nation- 
al home for volunteer soldiers where a 
bar or canteen is maintained for the 
selling of intoxicating liquors. 


Currency Bill Passes Senate. 

The Aldrich currency bill passed the 
senate by a. vote of 48 to 14, the di- 
vision not being along strictly partisan 
lines. The bill authorizes the secretary 
of the treasury, when in his opinion 
the supply of silver certificates of the 
denominations of ones, twos and fives 
are insufficient to meet the public de- 
mand, to issue United States notes of 
the same denominations, retiring an 


’ equal amount of Unites States notes of 


the higher denominations, with the 
proviso that such authority shall not 
operate to lessen at any time the ag- 

te amount of United States notes 
outstanding or to affect the right of 
any national bank to issue one-third of 
{ts circulation in denominations of 
fives. The present law is amended so 
as to permit receipts from customs as 
well as those from interna] revenue to 
be deposited in national banks. The 
law relating to the retirement of na- 
tional bank notes is also amended by 
increasing from $3,000,000 to $9,000,- 
000 the maximum amount of national 
bank notes that may be retired in any 
one month. 


Santo Domingo Treaty Ratified. 

The senate, with a vote of 43 to 19, 
one more than the necessary two- 
thirds, ratified the new Santo Domingo 
treaty.

Mayor Dunne Renominated. 

The Chicago Democratic convention, 
including both the Hearst and Sullivan 
factions, renominated Mayor Edward 
E: Dunne by acclamation. The con- 
vention pledged-the- party to the prin- 
ciples of the referendum, to the mu- 
nicipal ownership of all public utilities, 
against franchises for utility corpora- 
tions and to oppose at the polls the 
traction ordinances passed over Mayor 
Dunne’s veto. 


Beveridge-Bryan Debate Begun. 

The question of state rights is dis- 
cussed from different viewpoints by 
W. J. Bryan and Senator Beveridge of 
Indiana in the March number of the 
Reader, thus beginning a joint debate 
which ts to continue for several months 
and to include the issues on which the 
next presidential election may be 
fought out. Bryan argues that a with- 
drawal of the power from the state 
would breed indifference to public af- 
fairs,. “the forerunner of despotism.” 
He says that the further the legislative 
body is from the community affected 
by the law the easier it is for special 
interests to control. Referring to Japa- 
nese exclusion, he says that on no sub- 
ject will the people insist more strenu 
ously in controlling their own affairs 
than in matters of education. 

Beveridge, taking “The Nation” for 
his theme, asserts that the people are 
in danger because the interests which 
exploit them can more easily handle 
a portion of the people than the en- 
tire nation. Thus if they are defeated 
in one state they always have forty- 
five other chances. This, he thinks, 
shows the real basis of the present ef: 
fort toward national unity, whereas 
every corperation of national extent 
fs championing state rights. He also 
points out that scarcely any evil is 
confined te one state and that wheru 
an evil is general states acting sep

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aretely cannot uniformly attack it, 
whereas the people acting in common

Legislature Exonerates Bailey. 

By a vote of 15 to 11 the Texas sen- 
ate discharged the committee which 
has been investigating the charges 
against United States Senator Bailey, 
he having finished his testimony. The 
anti-Bailey faction wanted to instruct 
the committee to send some one to St. 
Louis to obtain the testimony of F. 
Clay-Pierce, who had not appeared be- 
fore the committee. This proposition 
was rejected, however, and the major- 
ity fully indorsed Senator Bailey with- 
out waiting for the committee’s report. 
Later the house, by a vote of 70 to 41,- 
declared Senator Bailey innocent of the 
charges made against him. 

Hughes Lectures Republicans. 

In a speech before some old time Re- 
publican leaders at Albany Governor 
Hughes told them that the party must 
put an end to graft and give good 
public service in order to save the 
organization. He said he had always 
been a Republican, but that loyalty to 
party does not require condoning of 
wrong either in policy or in adminis- 
tration. The success of political or- 
ganizations must depend upon their 
ideals. 

Shaw Heads Trust Company. 

Secretary of the Treasury Shaw was 
elected president of the Carnegie Trust 
company of New York, to take charge 
immediately upon his retirement from 
the cabinet March 4, This company 
was organized last year with a capital 
of $1,000,000 and a surplus of $500,000. 
When asked what effect this. business 
venture would have upon his political 
future, Shaw said that he was not an 
active seeker for the presidential nom- 
ination, but that if it sought him he 
would not dodge it. He pointed out 
that no man had ever been elected 
president because he sought the honor, 
He also said that his future residence 
would be in or near New York city, al- 
though he would continue to vote as a 
resident of Denison, Ia. 

Missouri’s Two Cent a Mile Law. 

The Missouri house of representa- 
tives passed the 2 cent a mile railroad 
rate law after amending it so as to in- 
crease the penalty for violation from 
$100 to $500. The senate promptly con- 
curred in the amendment, and the 
measure went to the governor. 

The Knox Boom Launched. 

Congressman Burke of Pittsburg, 
speaking at the Washington dinner 
given by Congressman Deemer to the 
Pennsylvania delegation, formally pre- 
sented Senator Knox as the state's 
choice for the presidency in 1908. 
Grant Denies Speech Report. 

In order to escape court martial for 
his reported utterance at Philadelphia 
last week, when he apparently rebuked 
the president for holding conferences 
with the “indicted mayor” of San 
Francisco to avoid violation of the Jap- 
anese treaty,’General Fred D. Grant 
has denied. making the speech as re- 
ported. 

Army to Dig Big Ditch. 

The ofticial announcement was made 
last week at Washington that all bids 
of private contractors for the constsuc- 
tion of the Panama canal had been re- 
jected, that Chief Engineer Stevens 
had resigned and that henceforth army 
engineers would supervise the work. 
Stevens would be succeeded by, Major 
George Washington Goethals of the en- 
gineer corps, as- 
sisted by Major 
David DuBos 
Gaillard and 
Major William 
Luther Sibert.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


; (Special Correspondence. ] 

A great step toward making Wash- 
ington the magnificent and beautiful 
city which its founders had‘in mind 
was taken when the senate committee 
on public buildings and grounds re- 
ported favorably a bill to appropriate 
$10,000,000 to pay for all the lands em- 
braced in the plan for the mall, ex- 
tending from the capitol to the Wash- 
ington monument, 

Under this measure all the buildings 
and lots on the south side of Pennsy!l- 
vania avenue will be condemned, the 
buildings razed and the land added 
to the great green pathway. 

An Old Senate Official. 

C. N. Richards of Massachusetts has 
been at the head of the senate station- 
ery room for more than fifty years. 
Naturally Mr. Richards has noted 
many changes at the capitol during 
that time. He is somewhat method- 
ical in his habits, and among other 
things he has kept a Hst of the sen- 
ators who have died in harness since 
he came to Washington in the early 
sixties. Fifty-two senators in all have 
died in office since 1860. New York 
has never lost a senator by death dur- 
ing the period of Mr. Richards’ sery- 
ice at the capitol. 

Army Recruits Scarce. 

An army officer who is here on a 
visit has directed attention to the diffi- 
culty that officers are experiencing ip 
securing recruits for the army in order 
to keep it up to anywhere near its le- 
gal quota. He added that the scarcity 
of material for the making of fighting 
men had resulted in a peculiar condi- 
tion in certain places where there are 
both army and navy recruiting depots. 
It has been charged that officers in 
charge of naval recruiting have -“swip- 


-ed” recruits that had been promised to 


the army, and vice versa, so keen has 
become the rivalry between the two 
branches of the service. Among the 
causes. advanced for the. scarcity of 
material for the army are the severe 


penalties’ that are inflicted by the 


courts martial and the absence of “ex- 
tras” in the menus of the military 
posts, due to the abolition of the army 
canteen, which formerly supplied a 
company fund to provide butter, milk 
and other things not contemplated in 
the army supply list.

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The, Town Meeting. 


One of the quietest town meetings 
for years, and one in which very little 
debate occurred, tells the story of last 
Monday’s annual meeting. If there is 
any criticism that is pertinent in this 
connection, it is that the meeting was 
altogether too quiet, many. of the arti- 
cles receiving entirely inadequate dis- 
cussion for the real information of the 
citizens. 

This condition of affairs began with 
the first item in the appropriation list, 
schools, and continued with few excep- 
tions to the end. As an illustration, 
the item of schools and the associated 
demands called for $37,600, over one- 
fourth of the town’s entire expenditure. 
Not one word of inquiry, suggestion, or 
explanation, accompanied the demand 
which established a new high mark for 
this department of the town’s business. 
The item of $4,600 for schoolhouses, 
was more than double what has been 
the average appropriation for the last 
five years, yet it passed without a mur-’ 
mur.’ How many who acquiesced, by 
silence for not a score voted, knew why 
this increase? How many knew that 
much of the amount represented unpaid 
bills?) The same was true of one after 
another of the calls that followed, and 
to an extent that really appeared serious. 

We are well aware that the common 
answer to all this will be that the 
recommendations were explicit and 
could be relied upon. Without in the 
least questioning the ability and knowl- 
edge of the various committees who 
recommend, we submit that the under- 
lying principle upon which the town 
meeting is founded, never contemplated 
town legislation through — delegated 
power. ‘Town legislation has for many 
years had its strongest security in the 
public meeting of which every citizen 
was a part just as important as every 
other citizen. If the day of open dis 
cussion is to pass, there are many hetter 
ways in which to legislate than the old 
New England town meeting way ; if 
the open discussion can be continued 
and made as general, as it used to be, 
then the town meeting will continue to 
be the best possible way for town leg- 
islating. 

It is a sad mistake to rejoice that 
there were few “ kickers” at last Mon- 
day’s meeting. Some of those who 
occupied such a position years ago may 
have made themselves unpopular, but 
as time goes on their fame brightens 
through the light of-very many wise 
economies that their protests secured. 
The town meeting of last Monday was 
indeed a peaceful affair; our tax rate 
would have been lower if it had been 
more turbulent, so far as expressing 
honest opinions is concerned. 


The election of town officers resulted 
in several surprises. The greatest sur- 
prise was the defeat of Supt. Lovejoy, 
yet those who were conversant .with 
town matters have appreciated that 
considerable sentiment existed against 
him. Mr. Gould is a clear, alert,~and 
able man. He has yet to prove his 
worth as an executive, and he begins in 
a position that will severely test his 
qualities. He will certainly have the 
best wishes of the entire town that he 
may make a success of his first year as 
one of the most important officials in 
the town government. 

The contest for the three selectmen 
berths was a vigorous one and brought 
out one of the largest votes ever re- 
corded in town. Mr. Donald has rea- 
son to be proud of his splendid vote at 
the head of the ticket, and Mr. Bailey 
again demonstrated the value of that 
rare gift which he possesses of making 
and keeping friends, Mr. Eames comes 
into the board with an excellent equip- 
ment for the work. He has had good 
business training, knows all of the best 
traditions and most vital needs of the 
town, and he should make a worthy 
successor to that very superior public 
servant which the town ‘has_ lost 
through the retirement of Selectman 
Smith. 

Mr. Doherty evidently struck his 
high mark a year ago, while the run of 
Messrs. Boutwell and Stark justified the 
oft expressed opinion during the cam- 
paign that their long terms of service 
have already marked their greatest 
opportunity for rendering town service. 
Mr. Hardy did not secure an election,” 
nor come very near to that goal, but he 
is introduced to the voters of the town, 
and his splendid qualities are sure to 
bring him recognition, in the future 
events in town. The town is launched 
into another year, and all in all is in 
good hands that should continue to 
maintain the right ideals. 


Editorial Cinders.

The food to be cooked must 
first be prepared and gotten thoroughly 
to cooking after which it is put builing 
hot into the box and packed around with 
hay, newspapers or excelsior. Mrs. 
Hincks read quite an account of it afd 
told the length of time required to cook 
many things; we were treated to most 
excellent beef stews prepared by Mrs. 
Hincks and Mrs, B. M. Allen, both hav- 
ing been very successful with the cooker. 
Mrs. Stephen Abbott next told us more 
on the subject, she having used it a long 
time and found the food cooked in this 
way so much better, that the range is 
only used when necessary. Several 
others have experimented and probably 
many more willin the future, as it means 
@ great saving of time and fuel as warm 
weather approaches.

My Dear John: I offer the following 
for your consideration in your observa- 
tion column. 

“We offered them bread and they 
deliberately chose a stone.” These 
words, transposed somewhat from the 
original text, came to my mind, Monday 
evening, after listening to an hour’s 
elevating and inspiring music furnished 
by the organist of Christ church and his 
talented boy soloist. A mere handful 
were present, and the strains of the great 
postlude march were still running 
through my head when the sounds of 
rag-time music from a social dance awok* 
me from my reverie and suggested: 1 
above text. It is a great reflection on 
Andover’s youth that such a feast of 
music given gratuitously is preferred to 
a stone of pleasure. When will the God 
of Moloch be satisfied? I heard a min- 
ister in a neighboring city say in the 
course of an eloquent discourse, ‘Is 
there nothing more substantial and abid- 
ing for our young people and older ones 
too, than the frittering away of the best 
time of their lives in making their feet 
keep time to the accompaniment of rag- 
time music?,, “Whenthey reach middle 
life what will they have to sustain 
them?” And yet what are we going to 
do about it? “The fathers have eaten 
sour grapes, and they have set their chil- 
dren’s teeth on edge.” 

To choose real music for passing 
pleasures is the work of the schools. 
We have a music teacher, and she may 
be doing good work, but nine parents 
out of ten, yes, ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred, have no knowledge of their chil- 
dren’s progress in what is the greatest, 
inspiring and elevating factor in life. We 
know how our children progress in the 
three R’s. It is evident to us. 

Now why would it not be a good 
scheme to have each year in May a 
musical festival, vocal, in the Town hall, 
by a chorus of children from the public 
schools. Let the music be the easier 
compositions of the standard writers. 
Such a festival would be educative to 
the children, the parents, and the teacher, 
and it might tend to have the next 
generation prefer the bread to a stone.

Nicaraguans Claim Victory, 

News of further fighting between the 
forces of Nicaragua and Honduras fol- 
lowed the announcement that Presi- 
dent Bonilla of Honduras had formally 
declared war 
upon Nicaragua. 
At the same 
time President 
Zelaya of Nica- 
ragua gave out 
. a statement say- 
ing that his peo- 
ple had gone to 
war because the 
Honduras forces 
attacked : their 
garrison on the 
frontier and be- 
cause Bonilla 
had withdrawn 
his representa 
tive from the ar- 
bitration _court. 
Zelaya says that 
his forces have triumphed in four bat- 
tles with Honduras without suffering 
one defeat. A battle was reported at 
the town of San Marcos de Colon, the 
place being ‘captured by the Nicara- 
guans. It was reported at Washington 
early in the week that a second note 
had _ been sent by President Roosevelt 
to the belligerent Central American 
republics suggesting that unless the 
war is stopped at once forcible inter- 
vention may be necessary. 

Stormy Outlook For Douma. 

Now that it is possible to get a fair- 
ly clear idea of the composition of the 
new Russian douma it is evident that 
the prospects of political tranquillity in 
that country are far from bright. The 
old douma was dispersed because it 
persisted in demanding control of the 
administration. instead of confining it- 
self to being a junior branch of a lim- 
ited legislature. The new douma is 
coming back with a renewed demand 
for control. The Constitutional Demo- 
cratic party will.-be the progressive 
center, and it cannot and does not 
want to get away from the issue of a 
government controlled by the douma. 
No consideration of party tactics will 
induce its members to try to blend. 
with the present regime. As a besieg- 
{ing army which cannot reduce a fort 
by assault has to try to starve it out, 
so, itis thought, the douma will seek 
to starve out the government garrisor 
by withholding money supplies. 
London Taxpayers Demonstrate. 

What is said to be one of the great- 
est ratepayers’ demonstrations seen in 
London in many years occurred re- 
cently when several thousands march- 
ed through the streets to Trafalgar 
square, where a mass meeting was 
held to protest against further munic- 
ipal ownership experiments on the part 
of the London county council. 


Boers to Govern Transvaal. 

The’ result of the first elections un- 
der the new cunstitution of the Trans- 
vaal is a clear majority of five for the | 
“Het Volk,” or Boer party, in the lower | 
house of the legislature. On most 
questions they will have the support | 
of the Nationalists, Laborites and in- 
dependents, giving a majority of twen- 
ty-three to the ministry headed by Gen- 
eral Botha, one of the leaders in the 
late war. At present the members of 
the upper house are appointed by the 
governor, thus checking the victorious 
party. Botha insists that British su- 
premacy is safer in the hands of Boers | 
than in those of cosmopolitan capital- | 
ists. He says they are not hostile to 
the mines, but to the men who run 
them. 


Gommons For Disestablishment. 

A resolution in favor of disestablish- 
ment and disendowment”6f the church 
in England and Wales was adopted in 
the house of commons, 198° to 90. 
does not definitely commit the govern- 
ment, however, to that policy. Chief 
Secretary Birrell for Ireland declared 
that the church had not benefited the 
state and that the state had done the 
church nothing but harm by the rela- 
tionship. Disestablishment would re- 
store the church as a spiritual body to 
a state of spiritual authority through- 
out the land. 

Vatican Denounces France. 

Following the announcement that 
Minister of the Interior Briand had 
changed front by refusing to accept 
the proposal of Cardinal Richard as to 
church leases and the publication of 
alleged church documents taken from 
Papal Nuncio Montagnini, who was 
expelled from France, the Vatican pub- 
lished a note in the Osservatore Ro- 
mano denouncing the French govern- 
ment as a violator of. right and truth. 
On the same day the siezed documents 
were turned over to the Austrian em- 
bassy for transmission to Mgr. Mon-

Smirnoff Report Against Stoessel. 

In his official report Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Smirnoff asserts that the ~ sur-

and cowardice of General Stoessel and 
his aids, Fock and Keiss, who surren- 
dered Port Arthur to the Japanesc. 
Smirnoff’s report forms the basis for 
the indictment of these three men, who 
are now on trial for their lives before 
the supreme court martial at St. Pe- 
tersburg. Stoessel is directly accused 
of hastening the surrender to save his 
own life in defiance of the decisions of 
two successive councils of war, thus 
committing treason. 


It | 
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tax rate on their property in the state 
of Nebraska to the amount of $3,100,- 
000. This includes the taxes of 
1904-05-06, with penalties for nonpay- 
ment. The railroads had. offered to 
settle for $2,200,000. The objection to 
payment had been made originally on 
the plea that the equalization board, 
acting under the influence of political 
agitation, had so increased the valua- 
tion of property as to almost double 
the aggregate payment of railroads 
in previous years. It was charged that 
the board took into consideration inter- 
state business and property of the rail- 
roads located outside of the state, but 
on these points the court decided other- 
wise. 


G. W. Perkins Not Guilty. 

The New York court of appeals has 
sustained the decision of the lower 
court in the case of George W. Per- 
kins, vice president of the New York 
Life and a member of the firm of J. 
P. Morgan & Co., thus declaring him 
guiltless of the charge of grand lar: 
ceny in contributing $50,000 of the life 
insurance company’s fund to the na- 
tional campaign fund of the Repub- 
lican party. This money he first paid 
out of his own pocket, but was after- 
ward reimbursed, with interest, by the 
company. The court stood four to 
three, the majority holding that it is 
necessary to prove criminal intent to 
deprive or defraud the owner of his 
property in order to establish the crime 
of grand larceny. At the same time it 
is admitted that the purpose for which 
the moneys of the company were used 
_was foreign to the purposes of the cor- 
poration. ‘ 

In his dissenting opinion Chief Judge 
Cullen says that the repayment of Per- 
kins was not an independent transac- 
tion, but part of the original scheme, 
which was an illegal misappropriation 
of the company’s funds. He main- 
tains also that it is not necessary that 
the intent should be the profit of the 
taker and points,out that if a clerk in 
the employ of the company had taken 
this money to give to the Republican 
club of his ward it would have been 
larceny. 


Is Thaw Insane Now? © 

To this question District Attorney 
Jerome appears to have directed his 
attention after concluding his cross 
examination of Mrs. Evelyn Thaw in 
the trial of Harry Thaw at New York 
for the murder of Stanford White— 
namely, is the defendant now insane? 
His questions to the experts for the de- 
fense indicated that if doubt could be 
thrown on Thaw’s present soundness 
a commission in lunacy might be ap- 
pointed and the trial thus stopped. Dr. 
Britton D. Evans refused to express 
an opinion on that point, but declared 
that Thaw was no idiot or imbecile at 
the present time. Mrs. Thaw had de- 
nied that she had ever accused her hus- 
band of cruelty and flatly repudiated 
the alleged affidavit shown by Lawyer 
Hummel, The latter’s testimony was 
barred. The introduction of the school- 
girl diary of Mrs. Thaw had further 
bared her early character, but had re- 
sulted In no material shaking of the 
story she had told.

John D. Not So Rich. 

Frederick T. Gates, the man through 
whom John D. Rockefeller makes his 
various gifts to schools, churches and 
other public institutions, has confirmed 
explicitly the report circulated last 
week that he had denied that Rocke- 
feller’s income was anything like $100,- 
000,000 a year. Mr. Gates insists that 
the Rockefeller fortune cannot exceed 
$300,000,000 and that his income in his 
most prosperous year cannot have ex- 
ceeded $15,000,000 to $20,000,000. He 
said he had obtained these facts from 
Mr. Rockefeller himself and that the 
Standard Oil man has no objections to 
taking the public into his confidence on 
this point. So far from his being the 
absolute ruler of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, Mr. Gates says that Mr. Rocke- 
feller owns only 20 per cent of the 
stock and never did have an individ- 
ual controlling interest, this including 
his son’s interest. F<,

| Wreck of Pennsy Flier. 


Opinions have differed regarding the 
cauge-of the wreck of the’New York- 
Chicago .eighteeen hour flier on the 

Pennsylvania’railroad, which léft. the 
rails while running at high speed Feb. 
23 near Johnstown and slid down a 
sixty foot embankment into the ice 
covered Conemaugh river. The acci- 
dent was remarkable from the fact 
that not one of the more than 160 pas- 
sefigers on the train was killed, al- 
though fifty were more. or less in- 
jured. The derailment occurred at a 

{ point where an experimental track had 
been laid on steel ties, and the railroad 
officials were inclined to lay the wreck 
to the failure of these ties to withstand 
the pressure as the heavy train thun- 
dered around the curving track. Or- 
ders were at once given to replace the 
steel ties with the old wooden ones. 
Nevertheless the company which made 
the steel ties will seek to show that 
the accident was due to other causes. 

Officials Blamed For Wreck. 

President Newman and Vice Presi- 
dent and Chief Engineer Wilgus of the 
New York Central have been summon- 
ed before the railroad commission at 
New York to testify In regard to the 
cause of the wreck of.the suburban 
express train oh Feb. 16th, which re- 
sulted in the death of more than a 
score of persons. The officers admitted 
having planned eighty miles an hour 
speed on a track built to endure but 
forty-six miles an hour speed. New- 
man insisted that the limit of safety 
for high-speed trains had not yet been 
reached and said there were as* many 
wrecks on slow trains as on fast ones. 

A passenger train on the Baltimore 
and Ohio was derailed near Connells- 
ville, Pa., Thursday night while the en- 
gineer was trying to make up time for 
officials of the road who were on an 
inspection tour. The engineer was kill- 

| ed and forty persons hurt, most of the 

passengers being able to get out of the 

wrecked cars just before they took fire 
{and burned up. 

Kingston’s Loss $20,000,000. 

A final estimate by the leading mer- 
chants of Kingston, Jamaica, places 
the loss from the recent earthquake 
and fire at between $19,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. It is proposed to get a 
government loan of $5,000,000 to help 
rebuild the city. ;

A.J. BEVERIDGE. ter to the Consum- 
ers’ league of New York regarding 
the evils incident to the employment 
of those of tender years in industrial 
establishments. 

The bill introduced in the senate by 
Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana has 
been much discussed in the press, and 
the question of the wisdom of national 
legislation on the subject has been 
raised. Some claim that it is a prob- 
lem whose solution can best be left 
entirely to the individual states, Sen- 
ator Beveridge challenged attention by 
his statement that there are now neavr- 
ly 2,000,000 breadwinners under fifteen 
years of age in the United States and 
that of these almost 700,000 are en- 
gaged in work other than agriculture. 
“Child labor on the farm is good,” 
says the senator. “This bill does not 
strike at that. It strikes only at child 
slavery in factories, mines and sweat- 
shops.” 

Senator Beveridge’s plan of getting 
at the child labor evil is to prohibit by 
federal statute any interstate com- 
merce in articles which are the prod- 
uct of such labor. Some who recog- 
nize the force of the senator’s argu- 
ments against child labor maintain 
that, the states should be left to put 
reforms on this subject in execution 
and that his bill would, if enacted into 
law. be a step iw the direction ms -cen-

tralization and an unwise extension of 


the federal power. In reply to these 
contentions Senator Beveridge urges 
that, while in some states there are 
good laws against child labor, in oth- 
ers the laws are either inefficient or 
Poorly enforced and that the matter 
as a national evil can only be dealt 
with adequately by a national law. 
Child labor laws ‘exist already in 
Many states, and in several new gov- 
ernors inaugurated in January made 
recommendations as to such legislation, 
The factory inspector of Pennsy!l- 
vania in a recent address stated that

of Pittsburg children as young as eight 
and nine years could be found at work. 

Missouri has an anti chud labor law, 
but the labor unions are agitating for 
its amendment and more rigid enforce- 
ment of the statute. ; 

Senator Beveridge illustrated his 
speech in the senate with photographs 
showing the conditions amid which 
children sometimes work. He points 
out that as the result of labor under 
such conditions many die, while others 
grow up dwarfed, crooked and weak, 
their minds dulled and clouded and 
their souls darkened and vicious. He 
maintains that many-more children are 
employed in factories than the census 
figures show. The senator tells of a 
tiny girl seven years old who worked 
twelve hours a day in a canning fac- 
tory in Maryland, a state having over 
200 establishments employing children. 
John Spargo, author of “The Bitter Cry 
of the Children,” tells of a little gir 
in Atlanta, Ga., who said, “When I 
work nights I’s too tired to undress 
when I gets home, and so I goes to 
bed with my clothes on.” 

The noted writer, H. G. Wells, says: 
“In Massachusetts little naked boys are 
packing cloth into bleaching vats in a 
bath of chemicals that bleaches their 
little bodies like the bodies of lepers. 
In the south there are six times as 
many children at work as twenty years 
ago, in Pennsylvania children of ten 
and twelve stoop over chutes and 
pick out slate, and in Illinois they 
stand ankle deep in blood, cleaning in- 
testines and trimming meat.”

THE DETECTIVE STORY 


Origin and Growth of the Clever 
Amateur Sleuth. 


VOLTAIRE WAS HIS CREATOR. 


The Great French Writer Introduced 
Him to the World of Fiction—The 
Genius .of Poe and Gaboriau and 
Conan Doyle’s Sherlock Holmes. 


Most persons who read detective 
stories, and most literary critics, too, 
believe that this very popular form of 
fiction was invented by Edgar Allan 
Poe. ‘They point to his story of ‘1 ue 
Purloined Letter’ as being the first of 
its kind—the first in which is intro- 
duced the man of keen mind, of close 
reasoning and of constructive imagi- 
nation, who is able to piece together 
écertain facts that are known and then 
by brilliant deductiony:to pass from 
them to other facts which are not 
known, but the truth of which he is 
able to establish beyond a doubt. 

Poe himself had a mind precisely of 
this character—the mind of a mathe- 
matician, subtle, logical and capable 
of searching analysis. He once gavea 
remarkable illustration of what -he 
could do as: an investigator of myste- 
rious crime. A young shopgirl named 
Mary Rogers was found murdered 
under circumstances which excited 
great public interest in New York. 
The police were completely baffled, 
though they advanced a theory which 
was plausible in part. Poe, taking the 
facts that were admitted, wove them 
into a story, the scene of which he lafd 
in Paris and which he called “The 
Mystery of Marie Roget.” Then from 
what was known he passed by deduc- 
tive reasoning to what was quite un- 
known and worked out a solution to 
the puzzle which no professional de- 
tective had been able to explain. 
Years afterward the confession of a 
dying man afforded proof that Poe 
was right and that he had reconstruct- 
ed accurately the whole series of 
events which led to the death of Mary 
Rogers. 

This remarkable achievement fixed in 
the public mind the notion that this use 
of logic blended with imagination was 
original with Poe. Asa matter of fact, 
it is almost certain that Poe, who was 
deeply versed in French literature, got 
the suggestion of the method from 
reading certain passages in the ori- 
ental tale called “Zadig,” by Voltaire. 
In this book a young man is questioned 
as to whether he had seen a stray dog 
and horse that might have passed him 
on his journey. ‘In reply he describes 


“very accurately the peculiarities of 


both, though=he bad not seen them. 
He had deduced his knowledge from 
observing certain indications . along 
the way—the nature.of the footprints 
and many other signs which the ordi- 
_nerr nerson weuld either nat bava uo. 


ticed or would have been too dull to 
understand. Here is really the germ 
of the conception which Poe so bril- 
liantly elaborated in the story of “The 
Purloined Letter,” where we find ex- 
hibited the striking contrast between 
the working of a usual mind and the 
achievements of a mind of exceptional 
power and training. 

Poe’s central figure, the amateur de- 
tective, was afterward caught up and 
elaborated with great effect by several 
French writers, of whom the chief was 
Emile Gaboriau. Gaboriau gave the 
world the character of M. Lecogq in the 
remarkable novel of that name. Lecoq 
is a professional detective, but ap- 
pears in that book as a novice, inexpe- 
rienced, but full of intelligence and en- 
thusiasm and obliged to work out his 
clews against the secret opposition of 
his official chief, Gevrot, who is jeal- 
ous of the young detective. In the 
background is the interesting figure 
of the real amateur detective, old Fa- 
ther Tire-au-Clair (“Bring-to-light”), a 
retired tradesman who studies crime 
from sheer love of the intellectual puz- 
zle which it affords him and which he 
solves by purely scientific deduction. 

Sir Conan Doyle in creating Sherlock 
Holmes openly acknowledged his great 
indebtedness to Poe. Like Poe’s hero, 
Holmes works apart from the official 
police and is consulted by them when 
they are wholly at a loss, Many of 
the incidents in the Holmes cycle of 
stories were suggested by the inven- 
tions of Poe. Yet it is only fair to say 
that Doyle has gone one step further 
than his master. Poe’s characters are 
abstractions. They are like chessinen 
on the board and excite interest only 
because of the complexity of the prob- ! 
lem which they are made to solve. 
Doyle’s characters, on the other hand, 
are drawn with sympathy and a 
shrewd insight into human nature. 
They entertain us by their whims and 
individual traits no less than by the 
adventures through which they pass. 
Thus Holmes’ addiction to the cocaine 
habit, his trick of smoking great quan- 
tities of. shag tobacco when thinking 
out a problem, his dislike of women, 
his skill as a boxer—in fact, a score of 
traits all give him individuality and 
make us think of him as a fascinating 
character quite apart from his powers 
as a deductive reasoner. And it is so 
with the minor personages as well— 
Watson, the somewhat obtuse chron- 
icler of the adventures; Lestrade and 
Gregson of the official police and 
Moriarty, the arch criminal. 

But, however brilliant Poe may have 
been, or however ingeniously Gaboriau 
may have spun tangled plots, or how- 
ever ably Conan Doyle may have given 
life and reality to the central figure of 
his stories, they all derive their in- 
spiration, whether consciously or’ not, 
from the clever tale -told by the fa- 
mous Frenchman before Poe saw the 
light.—Scrap Book.

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Panama Canal’s 
Isthmian Rival. 


to prove a rival to the Panama 

canal, the Tehuantepec railroad in 

Mexico has received surprisingly 
little attention from the public of the 
United States. When it was opened 
with imposing ceremonies the other 
day, President Diaz starting the first 
freight train across the isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, a great many people 
heard of the enterprise for the first 
time. Perhaps it is its rivalry to the 
Panama canal as a system of trans- 
portation from ocean to ocean that 
gives the Mexican undertaking its 
chief interest on this side of the in- 
ternational boundary line. It is the 
opinion of some who have studied the 
question that when President Diaz 
pressed the button at Salina Cruz, thus 
putting the new road in operation, he 
started a competition that will never 
end. It is maintained, however, that 
neither enterprise will put the other 
out of business, as there is room for 
both, and ‘each route from sea to sea 
has its own special advantages. The 
competition between the two will, it {s 


[: view of the fact that it Is Iikely 


.thought, prove beneficial to the inter- 


ests of trade. The Tehuantepec route 
is on an average about 1,250 miles 
shorter than the Panama voyage be- 
tween New York and San Francisco 
or Honolulu or Japan, 

For certain classes of freight this is a 
very important advantage for a saving 
of a few days’ time in delivery and 
may make considerable difference in 
the value of a cargo. On other classes 
of freight the saving in time is not 
of so much account, and it is a great 
advantage in favor of the Panama 
canal that vessels taking this route 
can carry unbroken cargoes. : 

The Tehuantepec railway was really 
originated by American enterprise. 
More than fifty years ago there was 
talk of a canal under the supervision 
of the United States which should 
cross from ocean to ocean on about 
the line of the railway just opened. 
Later the Nicaragua and Panama 
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Every sufferer from Rheumatism is 
familiar with the sleepless nights, and 
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ter receiving the most favor and being 
adopted as the route of the waterway 
to be constructed by the United States. 
In 1879 the Mexican government gave 
a concession to a syndicate of busi- 
ness men, mainly residents of New 
York, for the construction of a rail- 
way across the Tehuantepec isthmus, 
and operations on the project began, 
but the enterprise met with obstaclea 
in the way°of disagreements between 
the Mexican officials and the American 
promoters, and work was discontinued. 
The road has now been finished under 
a fifty year contract entered into be- 
tween the Mexican. government and 
the English contracting firm of 8. 
Pearson & Son, limited, the same firm 
which is building the Pennsylvania- 
Long Island tunnel under the Hast 
river at New York. The railway is to 
be operated jointly by this firm and 
the government. The line is about 189 
miles long and crosses the Sierra 
Madre mountains at an elevation ef 
about 800 feet above sea level. 

The Tehuantepec railway is a much 
less expensive affair than the Panama 
canal is expected to prove, the former 
having cost to date about $40,000,000. 
It connects the ports of Salina Cruz, 
on the Pacific, and Coatzacoalcos, on 
the gulf of Mexico, and a great deal 
of money is being expended in improv- 
ing the harbors of these ports and cre- 
ating terminal facilities. Sir Weetman 
Pearson, head of the British firm 
which has constructed the railroad, Is 
a member of the British parliament 
and a man of international reputation 
as an engineer and contractor. Be 
tween his duties In connection with 
the Hast river tunnel and his interests 
in Mexico he spends much of his time - 
on this side of the Atlantic. Under 
him in the management of the Tehuan- 
tepec project in one or another of Its 
phases are a large number of engineers 
and other skilled employees who are 
citizens of the United States, so that 
people from this side the line have had 
a good deal to do with the success of 
this big undertaking for increasing the

In the long run, plain, logical speech, 
backed b; sincerity and commonsense, 
wields the greatest influence in our town 
meeting.

Clark Carter and Alfred Ripley most 
nearly resemble him among the speakers 
of today, though no one of them gets 
quite as close to all parts of the hall as 
hedid. We hear the last named of these 
three too rarely. 


William Shaw easily excels all our 
other speakers in vivid, graphic dis- 
course; but the distractions of his work 
as secretary of a great religious society 
prevent him from always forming a 
completed judgment on the matters un- 
der discussion. 


The voters can always be reached by 
true sentiment. At the meeting on Mon- 
day they heard the ring of genuine pas- 
sion in E. Kendall Jenkins’ plea for the 
country districts which he had known as 
a boy, and he carried them as far towards 
adopting his views as anyone could have 
. done. 


John N. Cole is, of course, our leading 
debater at the present time ,— not be- 
cause he belongs distinctly to any of the 
classes I have mentioned, but because he 
can lay claim to something in all of them. 

It is not necessary, however, to be an 
effective speaker in the town meeting to 
be an effective influence init. John H. 
Flint influences it from outside by his 
well-known sagacity, and Bernard Allen, 
with almost no oratorical gifts that can 
touch a popular assembly, is also mould- 
ing it from without by industrious study 
of practical affairs and by a knowledge 
of civic progress in other places than 
our one town.

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“The Annual Town Meeting 
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appropriated for a new box. 

Article 9 was.next taken up. This 
called for the appropriation of a sum of 
money to pay for the services of a school 
physician. 

Judge Colver J. Stone’ argued in favor 
of the article, and moved that $200 be 
appropriated. Rev, Markham W. Stack- 
pole also favored the appropriation. 
He said that a physician should be ap- 
pointed who should be notified by the 
teachers of any disease or sickness inthe 
schools, especially in regard to pupils’ 
sight or hearing. He said that it had 
been proved in Boston that money had 
been saved since a school physician had 
been appointed. It was then voted that 
$200 be apprupriated. 

Article 10. One of the most interesting 
discussions of the afternoon took place, 
relative to appropriating a sum of money 
to be expended by the Board of Health 
in inspecting the sanitary conditions 
under which the milk supply of Andover 
is produced and distributed. 


Bernard M. Allen spoke strongly in 
favor of the article stating that for 
years past the medical profession have 
discovered that a large percentage of 
the deaths from contagious diseases had 
been caused by dirty milk. Mr. Shaw 
thea asked what the duties of the milk 
inspector were and on being informed 
that they were for the purpose of in- 
specting milk that is sold in the town 
argued that it would be foolish to pay: 
another man for inspecting the farms. 
He thought that one man should be em- 
ployed to do the work. Rev. Clark Car- 
ter was anxious to have the farms thor- 
oughly inspected. Mr. Shaw moved 
that $175 be appropriated. 


John N, Cole thought that the meet- 
ing was getting up against public stat- 
utes when they were arguing about 
having a milk inspector appointed by 
the Board of Health as a_ previous 
speaker had suggested. Mr. Cole said 
that by law the Selectmen.are com- 
pelled to appoint a milk ingpector an- 
nually. J. Rose, a prominent farmer, 
took exceptions to the arguments of 
some of the speakers who had said that 
so much of the disease of the country 
came from milk. He said that if the 
sanitary conditions of the center of the 
town were looked into more thoroughly 
there would not be so much sick- 
ness. He said that some people think 
that all the filth on earth comes from the 
cow. It was voted to appropriate $100 
for the inspection, the money to be 
spent under the direction of the Board 
of Health. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will 
instruct the Board of Public Works to 
lay a water main on South Main street, 
was dwelt on at length by a number of 
speakers. E. Kendall Jenkins spoke 
heartily in favor of the article stating 
that for the past fifteen years the resi- 
dents in the centre portion of the town 
had enjoyed the wate: and he thought it 
about time that the citizens should do 
something toward extending the sys- 
tem. He thought that a little could be 
done each year. He made a motion that 
the sum of $5000 be appropriated. 


George W. Cann thought that it would 
be putting on a burden to the tax payers 
ifasum of money was raised for this 
purpose from direct taxation and favored 
leaving the matter in the hands ot the 
Board of Public Works. It was so voted.

He therefofe moved that $300 
be appropriated. 

Judge George H. Poor in seconding 
the motion stated that he had come to 
the meeting with: the intention of op- 
posing the request as a representative of 
all but three abuttors on the street, but 
he thought that Mr. Cole should be 
granted his appropriation. It was 
therefore voted. 

It was voted under Article 14 thata 
portion of the Town farm be sold. 

Article 15 relating to the naming of 
Wolcott avenue. 

Under Article 16 the following motion 
was carried: That the Memorial Hall 
Sinking Fund be discontinued and that | 
money now represented by said sinking 
fund be transferred to the General 
Treasury Department of the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Andover. 

Under Article 17 the following mo- 
tion was defeated: No dwelling house or 
other structure more than eight feet in, 
length or breadth and seven feet in 
height except detatched houses or struc- 
tures situated more than one hundred 
feet from any other building shall be 
built within one mile of Elm square, or 
within such limits as. the town may 
{rom time to time prescribe, unless made 
of and covered with an incombustible 
material unless a license in writing is 
granted therefor by the Selectmen and 
recorded in the Town records.

Article 23 was disposed of quickly, the 
treasurer being authorized to borrow 
money in antieipation of taxes. 

It was voted to raise $105,000 by taxa- 
tion during the ensuing year. 

Under new business George W. Cann 
presented the following motion in re- 
gard to exteding the water system 
which was carried: That the Board of 
Public Works consider the matter of ex- 
tending the water mains in the out- 
lying districts and prepare a report and 
plans and submit the same at a future 
meeting. 

At the close of the business meeting 
the returns.of the election had not been 
announced and many of the citizens 
awaited the report which was given out 
by the moderator shortly after five 
o’clock. The meeting then adjourned.
